l i o n to nv et the problem of the r u ­ 
ral churches is a task which is a ro u s­ 
ing the concern of the General Board 
of Promotion of the Northern Baptist 
Convention. Surveys recently m ade by 
representatives of tlie convention re­ 
veal th at In some sections many of 
these churches are gradually dying. 
It was also shown that the outlook for 
others Is fa r from promising. 
This Is 
particularly true in the E a s t 
In the 
Western sta te s the need is for the 
establishment of churches in the h u n ­ 
dreds of new communities which are 
springing up. 
The seriousness of the problem be­ 
comes more ap p a re n t when a glance at 
the United S tates Census report shows 
that in 1910 the num ber of persons on 
the farm was 49,348,883 as against 
42,023,383 persons living in cities.

! Is further emphasized by the figures' 
rev <w led in 1917— that the num ber of 
persons engaged in agricultural p u r­ 
suits and In animal husbandry was 
19.070,843.

port, “have long been the fountains of

We cannot afford to let the 
; springs dry up.
